A Loyat Misstssirpran.—A Union 
man who took a recent trip from Mem- 
phis down the Mississippi, says that 
during his journey Andrew Jackson 
Donelson, candidate for the Vice Pres- 
idency on the American ticket in 1856, 
came on and had quitey 
talk with him. Donelson’s manner 
was frank, hearty and open, and the 
traveler says : 

He spoke of his ineffectual efforts 
to induce his friends in Mississippi to 
keep clear of the rebellion ; of his 
many predictions to them that the sac- 
rifice of their peculiar institution, 
would most certainly follow their at- 
tempt to destroy the Government ; of 
the ban under which he was placed in 
consequence of his loyalty; of the 
many little annoyances to which he 
was subjected by those whom he had 
previously befriended ; and finally of 
his arrest and transportation to Vicks- 
burg to answer a charge of high trea- 
son. Qn the last topic he was very 
bitter, and used language too expres- 
sive to look well in print. He said 
that upon his arrival in Vicksburg, he 
demanded the charges against him, 
and that after considerable delay they 
were furnished.. There were thirteen 
specifications—one of which intimated 
that he had said on divers occasions 
that he could not trust Jeff. Davis fur- 
ther than a blind mule could kick, or 
words to that effect. He admitted that 
he had so, and offered to substantiate 
his belief by evidenge bearing upon 
certain events connected with Jeff’s 
political dishonesty in former years ; 
but his proposition was ruled out. 

In regard to the other specifications, 
he said he was ready to prove any 
statement which they charged him with 
making in reference to the rebellion, 
it time were allowed him in which to 
bring his witnesses. The result of the 
matter was that he was not brought 
to any regular trial, but was told after 
several days stay in Vicksburg, that 
lis-was at liberty to return to his 
plantation. He was not slow to avail 
himself of this permission, but when 
he returned he made the discovery that 
a party of rebel troops had helped 
themselves to large quantities of his 
corn and bacon during his forced ab- 
sence. There is no discount on his 
loyalty. He resides in the lower edge 
of Cahome county, Mississippi, about 
ten miles from the mouth of the White 
river.

The Weather. 


For the past fortnight we kave been enjoy- 
ing a period of the most delightful weather, 
Ilad we not a better comparison for it we 
should call it Italian, but when we say that it 
is like California’s winter when the rains are 
over and gone, we come nearer to the work. 
The air is mild, yet braciug ; the skies clear, 
and with not a cloud ; the bright sun sheds its 
genial warmth, and all nature seems ready to 
burst into a smile of verdure.

The Pirate Alabama. 
A ew dayssince we published a despatch 
from San Fragicisco, announcing that the pre 
vateer Alabama wagcorralled in the harbor 
of Amoy, by the U.S. steam sloop Wyoming. 
and that the U.S. sailing sloop of war James- 
town had been despatched from Kanagawa, 
Japan, to assist in the capture. The news ar- 
rived at San Francisco in a private letter to 
Messrg Macondray & Co., dated at Kanagawa, 
Jan. 7th. In our despatches to-day it will be 
seén that Chinese papers, from Shanghae have 
been received dated Jan. 5th, but no mention 
is made of the fact that the Alabama is block- 
aded at .Amoy. While this may cast some 
donbt in the truth of the statement contained 
in the letter to Macondray, it is conclusive on 
that point, and there is strong reason to be 
lieve that the Alabama is fairly caught at last. 
Certainly is to be hoped so, and we await fur- 
ther advices with intense interest. The Chi- 
nese papers are rather slow coaches, and it 
may have been the policy of the commander 
of the Wyoming, or the Chinese authorities 
themselves, to suppress the publication of the 
news until the arrival of additional forces 
sufficient to secure, beyond peradventure, the 
wily pirate which has so often escaped our 
clutches, just as we thought we had him. 
We, therefore. indulge the hope that the 
next arrival from Japan or China will bring 
the joyful tidings that the Alabama is sunk to

| SITUATION OF THE ALABAMA 5 CLiANCES FOR

_ The barbor of Amoy is smatl, but deep, and 
; Well sheltered. It is opposite the Isiand oj 
Formosa. The dock in which the Alabama 
wus undergoing repairs, is of stone, and is the 
| property of certain Chinese merchants. Itis 
situated on the western end of the Island ol 
_Amoy, upon which the town of that name is 
| built. and opposite tue small Island of Ku 
Lang Su. 
| There are three channels from the outer bay 
into the barbor by which the dock can be ap- 
| proached--ouve, between Amoy and the main- 
(land is shallow and impracticable save for 
| Chinese pilots; the other two are deep and 
easily navigated, Of these, one passes to the 
southward of Ku Laug Su, and the other be- 
tween that Island and Amoy. The Captain 
thinks that the two war ships weuld not con- 
fine themselves to a mere blockade, but pro- 
| ceed at once to attack the pirate in his belpless 
condition, as he would be more than a waich 
for a sailing vessel, such as the Jainestown., 
while the Wyoming could only keep guard 
| over ihe entrance.

article of the New York Herald ot 
14th December, says : ; 
The curiosity of outsiders may be 
gratified by learning how the gam- 
bling operations in gold are carried on 
in and around Wallstreet. The amount 
of coin that is kept afloat in that lo 
cality cannot of course be mathemati- 
cally ascertained, but it may be estl- 
mated at about $1,500,000. It is di- 
vided into sums varying from $1,000 
to $10,000, which are placed in small, 
stout canvass bags, around the neck, 
of each of which is tied a piece of red 
tape, the knot covered with sealing 
wax, stamped, and the amount which 
the bag contains marked on the out- 
side. ‘he speculators, or gamblers, 
after paying for an admission ticket, 
daily visit the salesroom, and there 
they buy or sell as the prospect of a 
risiug or a falling market may exhibit 
itself to their imaginations. If an op- 
erator sells without time being speci- 
fied, he must deliver to the purchaser 
‘the amount disposed of before fifteen 
minutes after two o’clock on the day | 
the sale is made, if the contract wus 
eutered into previous to that hour. A 
canvas bag containing the stipulated 
“sum is ther intrusted to the hands of 
a porter, who makes the delivery. In 
tle mean time, perhaps prices have 
advanced, or danger is apprehended oi 
a sudden fall, and the purchaser, with 
a keen eye to his interest, offers his 
newly acquired five or ten thuusand, 
and the amount is again disposed of, 
and in like manner delivered ; but it 
the sale was made after the hour above 
stated, the delivery does not take place 
until the following day. In this man- 
ner the little bags, with their precious 
contents, are kept constantly on the 
move. ‘There are of course purchas- 
ers in the market who desire specie 
for shipment, but the amounts thus 
abstracted is replaced by ontsiders, 
who sell small quantities to the bro- 
kers, and by this means the average 
is preserved from month to month.

EXTMACTS FROM THE 
Revised Regulations for the Army, 
That should ba knowa by every Soidier. 


The following extracts from the Re- 
vised Army Regulations are published 
for the information and guidance of all 


concerned : 


k All inferiors are required to obey strictly 
und to execute with alacrity and gvod faith, 
the lawful orders of the superiors appointed 
vver them. . 

17. An officer who succeeds to any com- 
mand or duty stands in regard to his duties io 
the same situation as his predecessor. ‘The 
officer relieved shall turn over to his successor 
all orders in force ut the time, and ail the 
public property and funds pertaining to bis 
command or duty, and shall receive weretur 
duplicate receipts, showing the condition of 
each article. 

18. An otticer ina temporary command shall 
not, except in urgent Cases, aiter or annual the 
standing orders of the regular or permanent 
commander without authority from the next 
higher commander. 

78. Itis enjoined upon all officers to be 
cautious in reproviug uon-commissioned offi: 
cers in the preseace or heariug of privates, 
iest their autbority be weakeued ; and non- 
comuissioned officers are nui to be sent to the 
guard-r0Oun and mixed with privates duriug 
coatinement, but to be considered as placed lu 
arrest, except in aggravated Cases, Wuere es- 
cape may be apprehended. 

83. Every arucle, excepting arms and ac- 
coutrements, belonging to the regiment, is to 
be marked with the vumber and name of the 
regiment. 

su. Such articles as belong to companies are 
to be mirked with the letter of the company. 
number and nawe of the regnnent; and 
such as belong to meu, with their individual 
numbers, and the letter of tbe cowpany. 

Yi. Each subaltern officer will be charged 
with a squad for the supervision of its order 
and cleanliness ; and captains will require 
their licutenanis to assist them in the perioru- 
ance of all company duties., 

93. The utmost attention will be paid by 
commanders of companies to the Cleanliness 
uf their men, as to their persons, clothing, 
arms, accoutrements, and equipments, aud 
ulso as to their quarters or tents. 

luv. Where conveniences tor bathing are to 
be bad, the men shouid bathe once oF twice a 
week. ‘The feet to be washed at Least twice 
a week. Tbe hair kept short, and beard neatly 
trimmed. 

luz. Commanders of companies an? squads 
will see that the arms and accoutrements in 
possession of the men are always kept in good 
vrder, and that proper care be taken in clean- 
ing tuem. 

lu4. Cartridge-boxes and bayonet-seab- 
bards will be poiished with blacking ; varnish 
is injurious to the leather, and will not be 
used. 

1v5. All arms in the hands of troops, 
whether browued or bright, will be kept in 
the staie in which they are issued by the Ord- 
nance Department. Aris will not be taken 
to pieces witbout permission of a comumis- 
sioned officer. Brigot barrels will be kept 
clean. and tree from rust without polishing 
them; care should be taken in rubbing not 
to bruise or bend the barrel. After firing, 
wash owt the bore: wipe itdry, and then pass 
u bit of cloth, slightly greased, to the bottuur. 
In these operations, a rod of wood with a 
loup in one end is to be used instead of the 
ranuner. The barrel, when vot in use, will 
be closed with a stopper. For exercise, each 
soldier should keep bLimself provided with a 
piece of sole leather to fit the cup or counter- 
sink of the bamimer.

lus. Arms shall not be left loaded in quar- 
ters or teuts, or when the men are off duty, 
except by special orders. 

luz. Awmunition issued will be inspected 
frequeptly. man will be made to pay 
for the rounds expended. without orders, or 
not in the way of duty, or which may be 
dumaged or lost by bis neglect. 

lus. Aminunition wiil be trequently ex- 
posed to the dry air, or sunoed. 

luY. Special care shall be taken to ascertain 
that vo ball-cartridges are mixed with the 
biank-cartridges issued to the men. 

lll. ‘The Koapsacks will also be marked 
upon the inoer side with the letter of the com- 
pany and the number of the soldier, ov such 
part as may be readily observed at inspection. 

112. Haversacks will be marked upon the 
flap with the number and name of the regi- 
ment, the letter of the company, and number 
of the soidier in black letters and figures. Aud 
each soldier must, at all times, be provided 
with a haversack and canteen, and will exhibit 
them at all inspections. It will be borne on 
the left side on. marches, guard, and when 
paraded for de.ached service, the canteen out. 
side the haversack. 

114, Vilicers at their stations, in camp or in 
garrison, will always wear their proper uui- 
form. 

115, Soldiers will wear the prescribed uni-

clothing. When on fatigue parties, they will 
wear the proper fatigue dress. 

116. Iu camp or barracks, the company offi- 
cers must visit the kitchen duily and inspect 
the ketties. and at all times carefully atiend 
to the messing and economy of their respect- 
ive companies. The, commanding officer of 
the regiment will make frequent inspections 
of the kitchens and messes. ‘These duties are 
of the utmost importance—not to be neglected. 
+ 117. The bread nmust be thoroughly baked, 
and not eaten until itis cold. The soup must 
be boiled at least five bours, and the vegeta- 
bles always cooked sufficiently to be perfectly 
soft and digestible. 

118. Messes will be prepared by privates of 
squads, including private musicians, each tak- 
ing bis tour. ‘The greatest care should be 
observed in washing and scouring the cook- 
ing utensils ; those made of brass and copper 
should be lined with tin. 

118. The messes of prisoners will be sent 
to them by the cooks. 

120. No persons will be allowed to visit or 
remain in the kitchen, except such as may 
come on duty or be occupied as cooks. The 
kitchen should always be under the particular 
charge of a non-commissioaed officer. 

1zz. On marches and in the field. the only 
mess furniture of the soldier will be one tin 
plate, one tin cup, one knife. fork, and spoon, 
io each man, to be carried by himself. 

1z6. Nou-commissioaed officers will, in no 
case, be permitted to act as waiters ; nor are 
they. or private seldicrs, not waiters, to be 
employed in any menial office, or made to per- 
form any service not military. for the private 
benefit of any officer ur mess of officers. 

220. Deliberations or discussions among 
any class of military men, having the object ot 
conveying praise, or Censure, or any mark of 
approbation toward their superiors or others 
in the military service, and all publications 
relative to transactions between officers of a 
private or personal nature, whether news- 
paper, pamphlet, or handball, are strictly pro- 
vibited. 

231. In camp. the commanding officer pre- 
scribes the hours of reveille. reports, roll- 
calls, guard-mounting, meals, stable-calls, 
issues, fatignes, etc. 

235. Immediately after reveilte roll-call 
(after stable duty in the cavulry,) the tents or 
quarters, and the space around them. will be 
putin order by the men of the companies, 
superintended by the chiefs of the squads. and 
ithe guard-bouse or guard-tent by the guard or 
prisoners. 

251. No compliments by guards or sen- 
tinels will be paid between retreat and reveille. 
except as prescribed for grand rounds. 

254. Courtesy among military men is indis- 
pensable to discipliue. Respect to superiors 
will not be contined to obedience on duty. 
but will be extended to all occasions. It is 
always the duty of the inferior to accost or 
to offer the first custo:nary salutation, and of 
the superior to return such complimentary 
notice. 

255. Sergeants. with swords, drawn, will 
salute by bringing them to a present; with 
muskets, by bringing the left hand across the 
body, so as to strike the right shoulder. Cor- 
porals out of the ranks, and privates not sen- 
tries, will carry their muskets at a shoulder, 
us sergeants. and salute in like manner. 

409. Neither officers nor soldiera are to 
take off their clothing or uccoutrements 
while they are on guard. 

411. When a fire breaks out, or any alarm 
is raised in a garrison, all guards are to be 
immediately under arms. 

413. Sentinels will not take orders, or al- 
low themselves to be relieved. except by an 
officer or non-commissioned officer of their 
guard or party, the officer of the day, or the 
commanding officer; in which case tbe or- 
ders will be immediately notified to the com- 
— of the guard by the officer giving 
(ben. 

414. Sentinels wi!l report every breach of 
orders or regulations they are iustructed to 
enforce. 

416. No sentinel shall quit his post or hold 
conversation not necessary to tbe proper dis- 
charge of his duty. 

417. All persons, of whatever rank in the 
service, are required to observe respect to- 
ward sentinels, 

418. In case of disorder. a sentinel must call 
out the guard; and if a fire take place. he 
toust ery *Fire!’’ adding the number of his 
post. Ifin either case the danger be great, he 
inust discharge bis fire-lock betore calling out. 

419. lt is the duty of a sentinel to repeat all 
calls made from posts more distant from the 
main body of the guard than bis own, aad no 
sentinel will be posted so distant as not to be 


heard by the guard, either directly or through | 


other sentinels. 

420. Sentinels will present arms to general 
and field officers,to the officer of the day. and 
to the comu.a ding officer of the post. To all 
otber officeis they will carry arms.
